Fifty-eight were tranſcribed by the 
care of one abbot at Glaſtonbury ; and ſo zealous were the monłs in gene-

for the carrying of it on, _ | 


In all the greater abbies, there were alſo perſons appointed t to take notice. 
of the principal occurrences of the kingdom, and at the end of every year 
to digeſt them into annals. In theſe records they particularly preſerved the 
memories of their founders and benefactors, the years and days of their 
births and deaths, their marriages, children, and ſucceſſors; ſo that re- 
courſe was ſometimes had to them for proving perſons ages, and genealogies; 
tho' it is to be feared that ſome of thoſe pedigrees were drawn up from 
tradition only; and that in moſt of their accounts they were favourable to 


their friends, and ſevere upon their enemies. The conſtitutions of the cler - 
gy in their national and provincial ſynods, and (after the Conqueſt) even. 


acts of parliament, were ſent to the abbies to be recorded; which leads us 


to mention the uſe and advantage of theſe religious houſes. - 


For, firſt, the choiceſt records and treaſures in the kingdom were preſerved * 
in them. An exemplification of the charter of liberties granted by king 
Henry I. was ſent to ſome abbey in every county to be preſerved. ' Char- 
ters and inquiſitions relating to the county of Cornwall, were repoſited.in 
the priory of Bodmin; a great many rolls were lodged in the abbey of 
Leiceſter and priory of Kenilworth, till taken from thence by king Henry 
li. King Edward I. ſent to the religious houſes, to ſearch for his title to 
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them were obliged to relieve many poor people every day. They were
